County. 

The allotment i$ split evenly ' 
among Forest Service, Bureau of 


Land Management and private 
land. But the bulk of the sogc 
grouse habitat is on private land, 
and most of it burned, Rogerson 
said. 

The inddent underscores what 
sage grouse experts soy is the 
main reason for the bird’s 
decline. 

Fire is the biggest threat to the 
West’s declining sago grouse pop- 
ulations, said Jack Connelly, 
prindpol wildlife research biolo- 
gist with the Idaho Department 
of Fish and Game He and other 
scientists are alarmed at the 
decline of the' grouse, whose for- 


tune is intimately tied to the 
sagebrush-grassland ecosystem 
covering much of southern Idaho. 

Sage grouse is the icon of the 
wipe-open West, the cock of the 
plains that Lewis and Clark 
wrote about in their journals, 
Connelly sold. 

“It's a port of our Western he^ 
itage," he said. "We don’t wont 
them to disappear.” 

The sage fuse’s struggles has 
sparked talk - so far, unoffidal 
talk - of adding the bird to the 
federal endangered species list.

But as of late Saturday there 
were conflicting versions of 
whctiicr the two sides had aban- 
doned their prior conditions for 
a summit. 

Most observers, Israeli and 
Palestinian, remained cautious 
about what can be achieved at 
the summit given the tense 
atmosphere following more than 
two weeks of violence and bitter 
accusations by both sidc.s. Much 
could still happen in the hours 
~beforc~The"summitrsnid-nna— 
lyst.s. 

Some of the key issues that 
will likely be discussed indude 
an immediate cease-fire agree- 
ment, withdrawal of Israeli 
troops from Pule.stiniun areas, 
tlie crearion of an ipturnational 
committee. to .investigate tlie 
cau.ses of the violence, and the 
rc.orre.st of dozens of Islamic 
militants released from 
Palestinian Jaius in Uic past nyo^ 
weeks. 

There were sporadic gunfights 
on SatU'Hay between Israelis 
and Palui.iinians, especially in 
Hebron, but overall the violence 
was lower than In the jirevioq.

TWIN FALLS - Early in the 
momiog in the spring, they gather 
in'a deming among the sogcbnish. 

The weird plopping sound comes 
from olive-green air sacs on the 
front of the puffed-up males. It is 
part of the mating dance of the 
male sage grouse - their spiki^ tail 
feathers raised in a fan - trying to 
attract females. 

This was once a common occur- 
rence throughout southern Idaho’s 
sagcbni^ grasslands. But since the 
1950s, the gray-brown bird has 
been in decline. 

If the numbers continue to 
decline, the sage grouse could wind 
^ on the endangered spcdcs list. 
That could affect a range of activity 
on public lands, bring federal 
money to states for grouse recovery 
- and, as with spotted owl and 
salmon protection, thrust public 
lands users into the unknown. 

Enviroiunentalists already have 
petitioned the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service to list sage grouse 
in Washington and the Gunnison 
_snge, g rouse in Colorado. In 
Canada, sage grouse ore listed os 
endangered in Alberta and 
Saskatwcwaa 

Talk of listing the sage grouse 
has been looming for several years. 
But no listing has yet been peti- 
tionild in Idaho. 

The problem, says Mark Salvo of 
the American Lands Alliuncc in _ 
inland. Ore., is that federal 1^3 ' 
managers have largely ignored 
sage grouse in land management

despite problems

i(AP) - Space shuttle 
IDiscovcry’s astronauts success- 
:fully attached a new segment to 
;the international space station 
’on Saturday despite a short cir- 
icuit that knocked out critical 
[visual equipment. 

: The shuttle’s robot arm oper- , 
ator, Japonese astronaut Koichi 
Wakata, installed the girderlike 
truss after more than three 
hours of anxious delay. 

Flight controllers applauded 
when the pieces finally came 
together. "Good work," Mission 
Control said. 

The electrical short not only 
dragged out the first construc- 
tion job of the mi.>sion, it made 
it more difficult. 

The short occurred os Wakata 
was preparing to latch onto the 
truss in the shuttle cargo bay 
and lift it onto the space sta- 
tion. 

“What timing, huh?” 
observed commander Brian 
Duffy. 

It was the second equipment 
problem to strike the mission. 
The shuttle’s main antenna 
broke without warning lost 
week and forced Duffy to dock 
with the space station Friday 
without the benefit of radar, a

The truss, an aluminum 
framework about 15 feet 
square, contains four motion- 
control gyroscopes and two 
antennas.

On Sunday, two spaccwalkmg 
astronauts will go out to con- 
nect all the cables between the 
truss and the Unity module.

This isNASA's first space sta- 
tion construction mission since 
the initial components were 
launched In 1998. 

It must be completed before 
the station’s first permanent 
crew can lift off aboard a 
Russian rocket on Oct. 30.

sun.

World War II women workers gain memorial 


RICHMOND, Calif. (AP) - 
Phyllis Gould rately thinks of the 
years she spent welding troop 
' ship decks in the shipyards of 
San Francisco Bay. Fifty-five 
years have passed since then, 
decades of marriage, divorce, 
child rearing and the myriad dis- 
tractions of home life. 

But^^hiff of the hot breath of 
mcltinglheial and, suddenly, it’s 
all right there - the frightei^g, 
exdting days of waging war with a 
blowtorch. 

“It just zaps me back. I can see 
and hear everything,” she says.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Mary 
Lonpheor is pinning her hopes on 
a soon-to-bc-cnacted ^aw that 
allows U.S.-made drugs sold 
cheaper overseas to be brought 
back to the United States for 
resale. At 76, she spends hun- 
dreds of dollars each month for 
the 11 medications she needs. 

“I sure hope that it does some- 
thing for us people,” Lonphear 
said. "It seems kind of ridiculous 
that we have to go to Canada to 
buy medication.” 

Lanphear, who lives in 
Johnson, Vt., is among scores of 
older Americans who have head- 
ed across the border by the bus- 
load to buy. cheaper medicines. A 
drug she takes to lower choles- 
terol, Zocor, is just $60 for a 
month’s supply In Canada. At 
home she pays $101. This week, 
she went to her local drug store 
and learned that the price of one 
of her drugs had risen $1.14 for a 
30-day supply. 

“I was kind of peeved off,” 
' Lonpheor said. “How come ... Fm 
paying more every time I get a 
prescription filled?” 

Congress has advertised its 
“reimportation bill” as a way to 
ease the prescription price 
ounch. The legislation also offers 
election-year cover for lawmakers 
unable to agree on a prescription 
drug benefit for older people. 

As the measure moves toward 
final passage in the Senate this 
week - and President Clinton's 
promised approval, despite reser- 
vations - many involved are 
unsure how, or whether, i* will 
work. 

“You just liave to wonder who 
even thought this up,” said 
Ronald Streck, president of the 
National Wholesale Druggists’

Association, said his members 
have buying groups in place thaf 
ore eager to participate. 

He accused wholesalers of 
opposing the proposal out of fear, 
of competition.

uncertain, but could be far-reoch- 
ing. So agencies, and groups such 
as Rogerson’s, are trying to iuad 
off 0 listing before it happens. 

Fighting fire 

Rogerson’s group is one of sev- 
eral working in southern Idaho to 
try to improve the lot of the dis- 
. dnetive bird — the size of a sma l l 
turkey. The reoson for the bird’s 
decline Is easy to see. 

“We've burned up a lot of our 
sagebrush," said Stu Murrell, 
retired Fish and Gome spo k es m a n 
In Jerome. 

Natural wildfires, human- 
' caused accidental fires and inten- 
donol fires sec by land ma n agers 
and ranchers to improve livestock 
forage on rongelonds have burned 
up wide stretches of sagebrush. 

Sage grouse grew up with the 
wide open sagebrush grasslands 
that cover much of the West. They 
depend on large expanses made 
up of 15 to 25 percent sogebrush 
cover with an understory of grass- 
es and small flowering plants. 

They need open areas near 
nesting habitat for their distinc- 
dvc mating displays. In the winter 
they depend on big sagebrush for 
food and cover, and in the suib- 
mer chicks depend on insects to 
supplement their diet. 

A long-term decline that began 
in the 1950s turned predirftous in 
the early- to mid-1980s, with a 
long dry spell and a series of large 
wildfires, Connelly said. 

Since the 1950s the birds have 
declined by up to 80 percent in 
some areas. 

• The eradication of sogebrush 
began with the first settlers vdio 
cleared land for irrigated farms. 
Since then, fires, herbicides ond 
bulldozers have further reduced 
sagebrush. 

About 400,000 acres of sage- 
brush have burned at the Idaho 
National Engineering ond 
Environmental Laboratory, a fed- 
eral nuclear research ate in east- 
ern Idaho. 

In the BLM’s 1.5 million-acre 
Jarbidge Resource Arco, west of 
Salmon Falls Creek, fire rdwblli- 
lation has transformed more than 
700,000 acres of sagebrush to 
crested wheatgrass seedings. The 
imported grass has been seeded in 
burned areas because it can out- 
compctc cheatgrass and other 
invasive weeds, but it docs little

Another 45.000 acres of sage- 
brush burned m the area this sum- 
mer. said Jim Klott..a biologlsc in 
the BLM’s Twin Falls office. 

It's not just fire, but its firequen- 
QT, said. It can take up to 

30 years for a sagebrush stand to 
reexyver after a fire. 

And more people means more 
chances for people-caused fires. 
The of cheatgrass across 

the rangeland also contributes. 
Cheatgrass matures early, bums 
readily and makes for more fre- 
quentflres. . , 

“The best thing we can do -is 
dve lather Nature a band, and 
Seep the exotics out,” Connelly 

'Ibough fire remains the biggest 

threat to sage grouse, in some 
areas the populadon Is dropping 
without any visible habitat degra- 
dation. The chicks just aren’t sur- 
viving, but Connelly isn’t sure why. 

One possible factor is the devel- 
opment of roads, fences and uliU- 
ty corridors. Development such as 
me proposed Arco-to-Minidoka 
Road might not seem like much, 
but the oumUatlve effect breaks 
haUtat into unconnected pieces. 

“You may have areas thot look 
great, but it’s the stuff in 
between,” Connelly said. 

Helping the haWtat 

There are two ways to halt the 
decline, he said. Protect whot’s 
left, and fix what’s broken. 

And that’s where Rogerson's 
sage grouse working group and 
others like it come in. The 
ShoAone Basin group was started 
in 1996, and others followed 
under Fish and Game’s 1997 sage 
grouse plan. 

Three groups are ncove In the 
Magic Valley, with others in 
Owyhee County, Oneida ond 
Power counties and Idaho Falls. 
The groups include ranchers, 
sportsmen, environmentalists, 
state and federal officials and any- 
one eT<e interested. 

The Shoshone Basin group’s 
nuinagemcnt plan splits the Horse 
Creek Allotment into six pastures, 
with a different pasture rested 
each year. The fittest use is on 
the private lands managed for 
sage grouse habitat, and the heav- 
ier use is on crested wheat seed- 
ings managed for cattle. 

Ranchers, with the BLM’s help, 
have fcnc^ off sensitive riparian 


areas, including Horse Creek 
Reservoir. 

“We’ve got a very fine piece of 
sage grouse habitat protected," 
said Randy Smith, regional 
wildlife manager for Fish and 
Gome's Jerome office. 

But it took time just to gain 
crust among group members, 
Rogerson said. The group'has 
b e en meeting regularly for 4 1/2 
years. ; 

Rogerson has been running cat- 
tle in the Shoshone Basin for 15 or 
16 years, ai^ t^ year was the first 
he’s had to d^ with fire. The 
perennial grasses appear, to have 
survived, but much of the sage- 
brush is gOM — be ImtMS the' grass 
win b ette r, but the sage- 

brush win take a long dme. 

He is not sure just what that 
means for the group’s efforts. But 
the group plans to reseed the 

burni^ area with sagebrush. 

“How many ranchers. like the 
idea of planting sagebrush?” 
Rogerson said. 

To the west, the Jorbidge Sage 
Grouse Woridng Group was start- 
ed about 1 1/2 years ago by ranch- 
ers al» concerned about the con- 
tinuing loss of sage grouse habitat: "''I 
Klott said. 

Efforts to reintroduce sage- 
bru^ in the vast seedings of the 
Jarbidge Area arc a stoit, but it’s 
not enou^. To reestablish sage 
grouse habitat the area also needs 
native grasses and small flowering 
plants, he said. 

And seed is hard to get some 

of it costs $8 to $10 per pound. 

The group has bitten off a fair- 
sized chunk — 800,000 aoes, Klott 
said. 

The bulk of that we think we 
have a chance to do something 
with,” he said. 

The group also is considering 
restoring wet meadows ^d ask- 
ing for halt to hunting and for 
predator control to !ielp bring the 
birds back. The effort also 
indudes changes in grazing num- 
agement to rest sage grouse nest- 
ing areas in the spring, and look- 
ing for ways to accomplish the 
changes without redudng cattle 
numbers. 

More sagebrush means less 
grass, Klott said. 

But in some parts of the 
Jarbidge Area, there is lots of for- 
age left at the end of the season. 
Most years, the BLM grants addi- 
tiond grazing to take advantage 


of the addidonol forage. 

The working groups need politi- 
cal and public support if theyVe 
going to work, said Kent 
Christopher of the North 
American Grouse Partnership Inc. 

The recently formed nadon- 
wide group is a dearinghouse.for 
iidormation on all grouse issues. 
The group aims to generate the 
support needed. to get federal, 
state and local land managers -and 
private land owners working 
together across jurisdictional 
bemndaries 

The decline of sage grouse is 
indicadve of the state of the high 
desert ecosystem - half to two- 
thirds alrudy is gone and the rest 
is seriously degraded, Christopber 
said. I^s &e biggest environnlen- 
tal problem in North America/ he 
says - bigger even than high-pro- 
file wildlife issues, such as spotted

Illinois, Pennsylvania, Mlchigon 
and Connecticut. The 12 states 
include 90 percent of Hispanic 
registei^ voters.

A hi^' proportion of Hispanic 
voters of all political leanings 
and age groui» idehtined' access 


to health care as a priority. 

For example, 98.7 percent of 
Democrats and 93.3 percent of 
Republicans told pollsters that 
improving access to health tnirc 
should be a top priority, or an 
important priority. Likewise. 
98.1 percent of those ages 18-34 
and 97.4 percent of diose ages 55 
and'abovc identified medical 
access as a top or on important 
priority.

Democrat. "Sure, their utmost 
concerns would be crime and 
guns, because that is what they 
arc going to encounter more 
often." Eighty-four percent of 
Hispanic voters ranked control- 
ling crime and drugs among their 
top priorities, and 68 percent 
ranked gun control a lop issue. 

Crime and gun cxinirol arc par- 
ticular concerns among immi- 
granus and Spanish-speaking vot- 
ers, as well as low-income and 
older voters. 

"It makes sense. Most of the 
service calls we get come from 
neighborhoods with large popula- 
tions of minorities, whether 
Hispanic or Asian," said Rubens

As Martha Estrella explaias it, 
women are forced to deal with 
the problems surrounding these 
issues differently from men.

Smdy targets greenhouse gases 


The AMOol*tod Prf 

An experiment off the coast of 
• Antarctica has lent support to 
the notion that scientists could 
stimulate algae to act like a giant 
sponge and sop up greenhouse 
in the atmosphere. 

In the study, reported in 
Thursday’s issue of the journal 
Nature, a relatively small 
amount of iron was pumped into 
the ocean os fertilizer, sparking 
algae growth in on odierwlse life- 
less area. 

The algae in turn consumed 
hundreds of tons of carbon diox- 
ide from the ocean's surface 
waters. Ihen, in ^eory at least, 
the ocean would draw in atmos- 
pheric to replenish the car- 
bcm ^oxide. 

The idea is that algae could 
someday be used to absorb emis- 
sions belched from factories, cars 
and other fossil fuel burners 
believed responsible for global 
warming. Wnen the organisms 
died, the carbon they contained 
would fall to the' bottom of the 
sea. 

Though the latest studies sup- 
port parts of the . theory, 
researwers could not detemune 
whether the carbon sinks or . 
returns to the atmosphere. And 
■ some fear that manipulating 


nutrients in the sea could cause 
greater damage. 

“I don't think it’s a feasible 
solution to global warming," said 
Edward Abraham, a study author 
and oceanographer at New 
Zealand’s National Institute for 
Water and Atmospheric 
Research. 

“Even if you could fertilize the 
entire Southern Ocean and even 
if all that carbon sank out of the 
system, it would only use a small 
fraction of the carbon dioxide that 
people pump into the atmos- 
(Aere over the next SO 

Researchers axe exploring ways 
to trap at least some of the 7 bil- 
lion tons of carbon dioxide and 
other greenhouse gases spewed 
into the atmosphere each year. 
Some ideas Indude pumping it 
underground or piping it to the 
deep ocean. 

At least three patents have 
been issued related to ocean fer- 
tilization. Researchers have 
focused on ocean plant life 
because half of all carbon diox- 
ide-consuming photosynthesis on 
Earth titke* i^ce at sea. 

In 1990. oceanographer John 
Martin suggested a lack of iron 
limited ^ growth of phyto- 
plankton in the equatorial 
Pacific and Southern' Ocean. If 
more iron were added, the popu- 


lations might explode and ease 
^obal warming 
In the latest research, el^C 
tons of an iron slurry were dist 
tributed across a five-mile-wide 
patch of the Southern Ocean 
about 1,200 miles southwest of 
Hobart, Tasmania.

(AP) - The 
federal government shut down 
Virginia’s horseshoe crab fishery 
after the state refused to accept a 
quota to protect the crab from 
overfishing. 

U.S. Commerce Secretary

Yugoslav strongman 
still plots a comeback

'^Ousted strongman Slobodan 
'Milosevic is still plotting a come-

More thxm a week after Vojislav 
TKostunica took office as presdent, 
Milosevic and his wife, Mirjana 
Markovic, remain holed up in a ' 
-government villa in Belgrade's 
Dedinje district, consulting their 
■-remaining loyalists within the 
T;sccret service, the army and 
police, the offideds say. 

' A senior Sodalist Party offidol, 
i' Nikola Suinovic, told reporters 
^Friday that Milosevic is still in 
' Bdgrade “and we are in daily con*

' dent sdll wields considerable influ-

i No move has been made by the

C' Analysts believe Milosevic is 
^pihg to find a way to use remain- 


ing loyal security troops to arrest 
polid^ opponents or seize fadli- 
tics of the state-run broadcast 
media that he lost during the pop- 
• ular uprising against his autocratic 
rule. 

“Milosevic is pulling the stri^ 
from behind the scene, consulting 
his generals, trying to create 
havoc,” prominent analyst 
Bradslav Grubadc said. 

“He hopes that instead of for- 
ei^ aid, the country will plunge 
into darkness and hunger with no 
functioning government, and then 
people would turn against the 
•democrats and 'beg' for his 
return.”A key pro-democracy 
leader, Zoran Djindjic, agreed 
with that assessment. “Milosevic 
must be .isolated from any poll- 
dcs,” Djindjic said. 

It remains imclear whether the 
new government can really side- 
line Milosevic as long as he is 
oBowed to remain relatively free 
inside the countzy. 

Gnibacic said the government

people will pay any heed if he 
does.

their contention that Arafat has

:unable to control. 

As the Palestinian leader 
heads into Monday’s summit with 
President Clinton and Israeli 
Prime Minister Ehud Barak in 
!the Egyptian Red Sea resort of 
Sharm el-Sheik, many on both 
sides wonder whether any call 
for calm will simply be too late. 

“I don’t think Arafat can rein 
things in to the extent needed in 
order to continue the peace, 
process,” said Ami Ayalon, the 
former head of Israel’s domestic 
Shin Bet security service. 

“The uprising has gathered its 
own momentum - it’s not easy for 
Arafat to take the decision to 
stop it,” said Palestinian political 
analyst Ziad Abu Amr. 

At Saturday’s funeral in 
Hebron for 22-year-old Monsour 
Sid Ahmed, fatally shot a day 
earlier in a clash that raged in 
the narrow streets of the dty cen- 
- ter between Palestinian rioters 
and Israeli troops, the dead 
man’s uncle delivered a fiery 
eulogy promising he would not go 
unavenged. 

“This martyr gave his blood for 
JerusalemI” he cried out. “The 
mother and children and wife of 
the murderers should be very 
afraid. ... Our path is Jihad to 
expel the occupier.” 

Many of the young mourners - 
fired up and chanting “Allahu 
akbarl (.Codisgrcatl)" -hurried_ 
strai^t from the cemetery to the 
dty center to face off with Israeli 
troops yet a^n. 

But It is not only young hot- 
heads who arc eager to continue 
the battle. Mourner Wael Sharif, 
a soft-spoken 40-year-old office 
monager, shook his head when 
asked whether Arafat could 
clamp a lid on the dashes, as he 
has often proved able to do in the 
past. 

“It makes no difference now 
what Arafat says,” said Sharif. 
“If the enemy keeps killing us, 
we will surely strike back. We 
must strike back.”

'TTielr lineage - from a Cold 
War battleground to the current 
Middle East tensions reaching 
even remote Yemen - offers o 
synopsis of the ever-shifting 
nm ances in the region and the

radical Muslim cells. 

..And always in the background 
is. the son of a Yemen-bom con- 
struction tycoon: Osamo bin 
Laden, who is accused of orga- 
nizing attacks including the 1998 
Kom hings of U.S. embassies in 
Kenya and Tanzania that killed 
2?4 people. 

So far, there has been no 
believable claim of responsibili- 
ty for the bombing of the Cole, . 
which killed 17 sailors. The U.S. 
administradon believes the blast 
was the work of suidde bombers 
in.a small, explosives-packed 
teat. 

■ At one time, bin Laden was 
part of the U.S.-aided milida fac- 
tions organized after the Soviet 
tqvndnn of Afghanistan in 1979. 
Using his family background 
and me promise of steady pay, 
bin teden recruited thousands 
of Yemeni mercenaries. Some 
became part of his inner circle. 

After the Soviet withdrawal, 
the Yemeni veterans returned 
home energized by the Islamic 
crusade. Their influence was 
soon felt in the clan-dominated 
^^dcal structure of then North

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Yemen - the sister state of the 
strongly Marxist People’s 
Democradc Republic of Yemen 
in the south. 

Their guerrilla experience also 
gave ^em an important role in 
the power struggle with south- 
ern Yemen following unificadon 
in 1990. The defeat of the 
Marxist forces solidified the con- 
trol of President All Abdullah 
Saleh, a former military com- 
mander who relied on the for- 
mer “mujahodeen,” or holy war* 
liors. 

But the end of civil conflict 
brought another battle for the 
. Afghanistan veterans - this time 
. against the symbols of Western 
and secular praedees across the 
once-communist south. 

In Aden, the former South 
Yemen capital, offices of the for- 
mer communist party were razed 
and schools were forced to adopt 
a fundamentalist curriculum. 
People considered loyal to the 
old regime were jailed or 
harassed. A beer factory was 
destroyed and alcohol was 
banned, although now the con- 
trols have loosened. 

The southerners, however, 
resisted the edicts. To prevent 
another civil uprising, the gov- 
ernment began to turn against 
the same milidamen who helped 
it consolidate control over the 
rugged country of about 16 mil- 
lion people. 

In some coses, it persuaded 
fundamentalists to compromise. 
One member of bin Laden’s 
Afghan group, Tariq Alfadhli, 
joined the president’s council of 
ad^dsers. .

First, I wonder if your homeschoolers 
really scored 20 to 30 percent higher 
— thanouryuungladyatRochcstcr. . 
University in New York, or our Rhodes 
Scholar from the University of Idaho, or 
ourPepperdine students in California, or 
our young woman presently attending 
Princeton. 

Second, I salute you for your success 
with those children you teach. 

Now, get the neighbor kid whose par- 
ents arc never home to parent or the 


engineer’s tone that moderates every- 
thing he says, with the same reliance on 
muscular Washington cliche (“This is a 
f migh one, Bemie. That’s not a slam- 
dunk”). Cheney has never been the kind 
of politician - or the kind of man - who is 
much inclined to wrestle with ihe messy 
human issues that wreak their irrational 

. force on domestic politics. Give him a nice 

argument about tluow-weights or force 
posture; give him a good procedural ques- 
tion to unsnarl in a room full of other rea- 
sonable men. 

But that is precisely what made his 
statement an oddly moving one. Both 
Cheney and his D^ocratic counterpart, 
Joe Ucbcrmoii, gave answers strikingly 
more compassionate, more uncertain and 
thinking-out-Ioud, than they had in fae 
past, morl^g a signal moment - a tipping 
point - in .America’s gradual acceptance 
of homosexuality. 

And Cheney’s was the more remark- 
able response, because it represented a 
far larger break with his party. It took sev- 
eral days for the anger of the Republican 
right to boil over at his apostasy in calling 

■ on Americans “to do everything we can to 
tolerate and accommodate whatever kind 
of rdationships people want to enter 
into,” and in affinning that states have 
the ri{d>t to pass laws sanctioning some 
form of gay union. But it was already 
clear, or should have been, that Cheney’s 
answer to that question was the biggest 
news of the vice presidential debate. 


George W. Bush’s reassertion, during 
Wednesday's presidential debate, of his 
party’s hard line on a range of laws affect- 
■ ing gays and lesbians did nothing to 
change the ^imbolic importance of Ids 
unning mate’s answer. 

“A-ma-zing.” says David Smith, commu- 
nications director for the Human Rights 
Campaign, a gay advocacy group. 
“(Cheney) basically broke ranks with 
Bush and the extreme right, by saying that 
he recognized that gay and lesbian fami- 
lies have a place, in America, and that 
their relationships should be respected. . . 
.It wasn’t a ringing endorsement, but it '• 
certainly was a stark departure from his 
past position on this issue.” 

Until that moment, Cheney and his 
• fon^dable wife, Lynne, had refused to 
answer any questions about the apparent 
conflict between the Republican pkitform 
and their support of their younger daugh- 
ter, who has been quite open about her 
sexual orientation. Maiy Cheney, 31, who 
now accompanies her father everywhere 
as the “body” aide on his campaign, 
worked until recently as a liaison to the 
gay and lesbian community for the Coors 
Brewing Co. She has lived for years with a 
female partner, and wears a gold bond on 
the ring finger of her left hand. Yet the 
press has been largely fri^tened off the 
touc by the Cheneys’ claims of privacy, 
and gay activists have expressed huge 
frustration at what they saw as the muz- 
zling of Mary Cheney. 

But moderator Benuird Shaw was smart 
fonn gh to couch the question os a simple 
matter of public policy rather than as a 


veiled charge of hypocrisy; Cheney could 
hardly refuse to answer. And, faced with a 
choice, -he chose a response that honored . 
his love for his child. 

It is still possible, if you’re so inclined, 
to rail Dick Cheney a hypocrite. As Smith’ 
notes, it is noi«s though Cheney has gone 
out of his way to denounce his party’s offi- 
daJ intolerance of gays. He is still running 
on a platform that calls for a federal ban 
on any form of gay union, as the running 
mate of a man who believes homose x ual s 
should be ineligible to adopt children. 
Asked in the days ofier the debate to 
defend his remarks there, Cheney revert- 
ed to phlegmatic form, saying that he had 
answered the question “truthfully and 
accurately,” but that if elected he would 
support hiis president’s more conservative . 
policies. ■ • ■ 

But gay activists have wisely decided to 
take yes for an answer, saluting Cheney- 
for the fact that, when asked a direct . 
question, he spoke with integrity-and 
decency. Under most circumstance^ it 
can drive you trazy to watch a politician 
see the li^t on some policy issue because 
of its .sudden application to a member of 
his family. But public policy toward gays 
and lesbians is quintes.sentially an issue, 
driven by personal experience, as more , 
and more straight Americans come to 
know that people they love are gay. 

Thus Cheney’s partial, almost g^dging 
call for acceptance makes him a fittii^ 
model for this moment, on this question. 
'Ihe center is shifting because millions of 
Dick Cheneys, people in the middle who 
might prefer not to think about the rights 
• of gays and lesbians, one day see the is^e 
indelibly stamped with the faces of their 
daughters, sons, neighbors and friends.

In this way, we’re manufactur- 
ing crimes, not stopping them. 
'Toung'people who get involved 
in crinunol activides usually 
need on adult mentor to help 
them find their way forwaro, to 
leach respect for themselves and 
others and to show them there's a 
world out there that’s full of 
opportunities. 

But in adult prisons, young peo- 
ple ore exposed to hardened 
criminals and, all too often, to 
abuse, drugs and sexual assault 
It’s no surprise that according to 
a study published in the academ- 
ic journal Juvcrille and Family 
Court, kids who are sent to adult 
insdtudons are eight times more 
likely to attempt suidde than 
those who are cried as youths. 

Kids today aren’t as bad as the 
media paint them. In fact, accord- 
ing to a recent study, juvenile 
crime is dropping all across the 
country - and it's going down 
more quickly in dtics that don’t 
try lots of kids as adults than in 
ddes that do. 

We cannot ^ve up on our 
youdi. Ihcy have much to offer 
us if wc only give them the 
opportunity. 

Instead of locking up these 
tMn-agers, let’s help them jump 
into the record books.

wins the White House on Nov. 7, 
the trend toward more restrict- 
ed use of public land isn't likely 
to retreat. 

Even if Texas Gov. George W. 
Bush, the Republican nominee 
for president, beats Democratic 
Vice President Al Gore in the 
presidential election and the 
GOP holds on to its slim majori- 
ty in Congress, things will not 


likely change. 

“They will try to roll things 
back but I’m afraid they will 
fail,” said Marvel, a Hailey 
architect who has led o cam- 
paign to secure state grazing 
leases to show that areas along 
streams damaged by livestock 
grazing cun recover to provide 
healthier wildlife habitat and 
improved water quality. 

However, Marvel said that if 
the Democrats nre successful in 


capturing both the presidency 
and Congress, the nation's 
steady movement toward more 
stringent management of public 
land will continue.

Exiled writer finds refuge in Nevada 


COEUR d’ALENE (AP) - The 
Democratic challenger for 
Kootenai County sheriff 'essen- 
tially gave up, accusing the 
incumbrat of blocking jail colls 
to local bail bond businesses to 
deny him campaign money. 

David Perry, 68, said his busi- 
ness has fallen off and he has 
thrown his support behind inde- 
pendent candidate Ted Pulvcr. 

Perry thinks Republican 
Shesiff Rocky Watson has delib- 
erately blocked colls from the 
newly arrested. 

“Though I’d like to put on a 
campaign against him, he’s fixed 
it so I can’t, and that’s pretty 
smart 1 guess,” Perry said Friday. 

The accusation against Watson 
is at the center of current court 
action against the sheriff by 
Allied Bonds. 

Watson replied on Oct. 23 hear- 
ing will prove he is doing no such 
thing. 

“If the issue is blocking phone 
calls, we’ve got the dociunenis to 


prove wo never did it,” Watson 
srid. 

Perry, a former bounty hunter 
now running EZ Out Boil Bonds, 
cannot drop out of the race.

Utah sewage spill spurs inquiry 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - The 
Central Weber Sewer 
ImprovcihehfDistrict’s dumping' 
of 2S million gallons of raw 
sewage lost week into the lower 
Webw River has prompted a fed- 
eral inquiry. 

.Sewage flowed into the river for 
about 18 hours Wednesday as the 
district upgraded its sewage creat- 
Oiem plant south of Plain City in 
^eber County. 

; Constcuction rcqtiired that the 
slant be shut down so sewage 
bypassed the normal treatment 
droccss. The district had a permit 
from the Utah Division of Water 
Quality, but U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service officials questioned 
whether it was ap p ropriate. 

} “We are not really too happy 
i^th the way the nill occurred,'* 
said Fish and Wildlife Service 


field coordinator Reed Harris, 
whose agents were trying to Icom 
more about ^ inddtmt 
The district was required to 
notify various health deportments 
and natural-resources agencies, 
but the Fish and Wildlife Service 
wasn't notified until Tuesday and 
had no time for review. 

Harris said he plans to bring the 
matter to the attendon of the U.S. 
Environiqental Protection 
Agency. . ... j 

“It seems strange m this day 
and age that we couldn't have 
come up with a better alternative 
than dumping raw sewage directly 
into the river,” he said. 

'The Weber River feeds into the 
Great Salt Lake’s Ogden Bay, a 
popular area for waterfowl hunt- 

ins- 

Fred Pehrson, assistant director 


for the Division of Water Quality, 
characterized the sewage bypass 
as a “routine" occurrence for 
sewage treatment plants in need 
of repair. 

For the Weber district, it was 
the first time in at least eight 
years that raw sewage had been 
routed directly into the river, said 
district board chairman George 
Goodcll. 

Pehrson acknowledged that 25 
'million gallons is a largcr-than- 
usuol amount of effluent. Still, he 
said he didn’t feel any harm was 
done (0 the environment because 
of the dilution from the river’s 
inflows and the filtering effect of 
the bay's wetlands. 

“We don’t expea there was rig- 
nificant impact to fish or any 
waterfowl, and we’re not antici- 
pating any,’’ lie said.

Nevada’s suicide rate soars 

^ Researchers look for reasons why most occur in mral areas 



.PAHRUMP, Nev. (AP) - The 
"black smudges around David 
Jennings* mouth were just a hint 
^ of the painful life he wanted to 
I leave. Odd, his wife thought, but 
she wasn’t quite sure what to do 
when David said he had wrapped 
his mouth around his car’s 
' exhaust pipe. 

;■ Another time, David poured 
gasoline all over his body and 
" planned to set himself on fire. 

" So when she saw the note 
slipped into the family’s front 
door, Kandi Jennings knew. 

;• . Eight weeks later, authorities 
•' found David's body lying against 
a tree in an empty lot where the 
' family used to ride bicycles. He 
' had shot himself under the chin; 

his bicycle nearby. 

' His death marked the end to a 
' tormented life Kandi had strug- 
gled to understand for years. 

'' David’s death in rural Nye 
County oIm contributed to o'puz- 
' ' sling national statisdc - rural rcsi- 
'' dents kill themselves at a higher 
' rate than those in urban areas. 

' And the West leads die nation in 
' ' the rate of suicide. 

But why? 

In Nevada, home of the nation’s 
' highest suiddc rate, the majority 
: of people cither live in the Las 
'. Vegas or Reno areas. Beyond 
that, lonely highways lead to iso- 
. latcd towns surrounded by miles 
of desert dotted with sagebrush 
and an occasional brothel. 

Minus the brothels, the scene is 
I similar in many Western states. 

That’s part of the appeal of the , 
West and at the same time, per* 
haps part of the reason for sui- 
. dde. 

“It has a lot to do with how iso- 
;i.lated everything is,” said Stacy 
„ Holyb«, of the state’s Crisis Call 
^Center, a suicide prevention 
agency in Reno. 

"There’s not a lot of community 
resources available. It's hard to 
reach out because it’s harder to 
keep anonymous. If you have any 
kind of problem that you’re fac- 
ing, you have to go and face peo- 
ple that you see in the grocery 
store.” 

Nationally, the suidde rate of 
adults in ru^ areas was 17.94 per 
100,000 people in 1995, the most 
recent numbers from the 
Notional Center .for Health 
Statistics. In urban areas, the rate 
was 14.91. 

I In Nevada, it’s not Las Vegas, 
the state’s gambling mecca, that 
drives the highest suidde rate in 
the notion. It’s the rtiral counties. 
Two-thirds of Nevada’s popula- 
tion lives in Qark County, which 
includes Los Vegas. Yet, the 
5 county’s suicide rate last year 
4 was 18.91 per 100,000 people 
I compared with the rural rate of 
X 25.63, state figures show. 

X Nevada’s overall rate last year 
r was 20.18 per 100,000 people, 
r That’s almost double the national- 
i rate of 11.31 In 1998, the most 
j'.recent statistics from the Centers 
€ for Disease Control Qnd 
f Prevention. 

{ And in the West, the numbers 
1 are higher than in any other part 
♦ of- the country - 12.95 deaths per 
J. 100,000 people ui 1998, the CDC 
4 said. 

1 The South was second with a

« Midwest with a 10.51 rate. The 
■J Northeast was the lowest with 
7 rate of 8.89.

pie in Elko County killed them- 
selves in 1999. They aren’t large 
numbers, but compared with 
county population totals, the rate 
is drastically high. 

Fewer than 30,000 people live 
in Nye County - the second- 
largest county in the United 
States with. 11.6 million acres. 
Elko County, in Northern 
Nevada, only has about 45,500 
people. By comparison, Clark 
County has about 1.2 million peo- 
ple. 

Nevada has long had the 
nation’s highest suidde rate, but 
resear^ers are just beginning to 
explore the reasons and why life 
in rtu^ ^eas leads to more sui- 
ddes. _ 

Some suspect a link between 
suicide and the type of peopU 
who are attracted to the West 
arid Its isolated areas. 

"There is a thought that the 
frontier personality may be more 
accepting of suicide,” said Dr. 
John Fildes, one of the leaders of 
Nevada’s suicide prevention 
effort. 

University of Nevada, Reno 
associate' professor Bill Evans 
colls the Western lifestyle 
“rugged individualism.” The 
rural resident may have easy

It had a 
margin of error of plus or 
minus 4 percentage points. 

In Oregon, crusader Bill 
Sizemore has proposed six 
measures, including one that 
would cut state income taxes 
by $1 billion a year. 

Sizemore, a former guberna- 
torial candidate who heads an 
anti-tax organization, cam- 
paigns to keep government 
under control by cutting taxes, 
limiting its size and promoting 
citizen initiatives. 

Washington’s Tim Eyman, a 
watch solesman who doesn’t 
even wear his own watches, 
pushed through the I-69S initia- 
tive last year that sought to 


tax and fee increases at the 
state and local level. 

This year, he has proposed 
the "Son of I-69S” initiative to 
close some loopholes in last 
year's law. 

Like Sizemore and Bruce, 
Eyman says his gool is to keep 
.citizens in control of govern- 
ment. 

Eyman, who heads a group 
called Permanent Offense, has 
fended off criticism and even 
a pic, which was tossed into 
his face by protesters in June. 

“I’ve been called every 
name in the book, but I have 
never been insulted by anyone 
I respected,” he said. 

Eight yeors ago, Bruce was 
responsible for Colorado’s 
Tabor Amendment, which lim- 
its the growth of state and 
local government budgets to 6 
percent per year. This year, 
the state government is 
refunding nearly $1 billion to 
taxpayers under Bruce's law, 
which has not made him very

BiU of Ri^ts-in 1992. 

Sitting next to a computer 
chess game in his modest 
home. Bruce, 51, spends a lot 
of time going over government 
budgets, looking for attempts 
to get around his tax and 
spending limits. 

Chess is his favorite game, 
he said, because your oppo- 
nent can grind you down to 
two pieces, a king and' a lowly 
pawn, and you can still win. 

“People have this idea you’ll 
win an election by whispering 
in a closet. I'm not an anar- 
chist, not anti-government, just 
against waste," he said. 

As for “de-Brucing," Bruce 
says, “It’s disparaging. It’s as 
though I am a pestilent, who 
came into the state, as if they 
arc dclousing." 

Bruce has his followers, 
including a 91-year-old woman 
who sent him a note of thanks 
after she got her $142 tax 
refund. “I know it was through 
your efforts I have this 
money,” she wrote. 

Lawmakers accused Bruce 
of abusing the initiative 
process, coming back 186 
times with drafts before it 
was finally approved for the 
ballot. They tried ond failed 
to pass laws to make it more 
difficult for Bruce to intro- 
duce Jnitiatives, citing the 
huge expense of holding hear- 
ings. 


A Utah girl recounts 
her recent abduction 


OGDEN, Utah (AP) - With her 
honds'ded behind her back and" 
her face wrapped in dua tape, the 
11-ycar-oIdgirl who was abducted, 
molested and packed into a travel 
trunk lost week thought about her 
mother being worried. 

“I was thinking about my mom; 
about how I told her I would be 
home by 7 p.m., and that I was 
late and going to get in trouble,” 
the girl said. “But then I just kept 
praying to God that he would let 
her know I was OK and not to 
worry about me.” 

Arthur Ray “Bubba" Martinez, 
32, was arrested Oct. 4 in 
Mesquite, Ncv., the day after the 
1 1-year-old Ogden girl was abduct- 
ed. Martinez had been free on 
$40,000 bail at the dmc pending 
trial on charges that he kidnapped 
and raped a 14-year-old girl who 
was supposed to baby-sit for him. 

The 11-ycar-old girl told her 
story Wednesday to the Standard- 
Examiner, which reported it in a 
copyright story. The girl contacted 
the newspaper and asked if she 
could be interviewed, and her 
mother was present during the 
interview, the newspaper said 

After returning from school ou 
Oct. 3. she asked her mother if she 
could go play and was told to be 
home no later than 7 pjn. 

She Imockcd on the door of her 
friend's house, and was invited in 
1^ her friend's unde, who told her 
the friend was taking a shower 
and should be out in a while, the 
^1 said. 

But the girl’s friend wasn’t 
there, ond when she said she 
wanted to leave, the man asked 
her to go downstairs to play a 
video gome. 

The girl made her way down- 
stairs to a room where a porno- 
grophic video was playing. She 
told the man she didn't want to 
see that and tried to leave, but 


was grabbed from behind and 
-forcedintoabedroom. — - 

She said the man put tape over 
her mouth and tied her down and 
molested her after downing a 
handful of pills and a couple of 
swigs of beer. 

She said the man eventually 
unded her and took the tape off. 
She tried to run but he grabbed 
her by the hair and took her back 
to the basement where he forced 
her to take off her clothes. 

She said she was molested again 
and tlicn the man forced a so^ in 
her mouth and wrapped her head 
in duct tape, with slits near her 
nose so she could breathe. Tlicn 
he tied her up again, further 
molesting her. 

“I couldn’t talk, but I kept 
thinking, "Please stop, it feels div 
gusting,"' she said. 

Around that time, the man 
heard his nephew and sister com- 
ing home. The girl said she was 
wrapped up in some plastic and 
taken to another room, possibly 
the garage, where he covered her 
with garbage and told her not to 
moke a sound or he would kill her. 

She said she wanted to make 
noise to draw attendon. but fear 
of her friends seeing her tied up 
naked kept her from making a 
sound. 

“I wanted to scream for (her 
friend), but 1 had no clothing on in 
protect or cover my areas,'' she 
said. “But I know if he would have 
found me he would have ran and 
got the cops. I know he would 
have." 

After 0 while, the ^rl’s friend 
left and the ass^ont stuffed her 
into on old green travel trunk. 

She said he took her to several 
places, taking her out each time to 
molest her. The girl said she “dis- 
tinctly remembers being placed in 
the tnink of a cor. because I could 
hear it close.”

He hod won but twice in the post- 
season, never reaching a Super 
Bowl. 

Then there’s his differences 
with some members of the Twin 
Citic.s media, whicli have.liecome 
irreconcilable. For every time he 
could remind them that taking 
Daunte Culpepper ahead of 
Jevon Kearse in the 1999 draft 
appears to have panned out, tliey 
could point out that end 
Dimitrius Underwood was a bust 
in the same draft. The coach on a 
hot scat was given a three-year 
contract extension after three 
gomes this season. 

“It’s amazing, when things turn 
out riglit, the people who kind of 
forget that’,” said Baltimore 
Ravens coacli Brian Billick, a for-, 
mer Vikings and Stanford assis- 
tant under Green.

"It doesn’t meant that any phone 
chat puts more chon 1.6 watts of 
energy in your head is going to be 
dangerous, nor does it mean any 
phone that’s below that is inher- 
ently safe." 

All cell phones sold in the 
United States - home to 83 million 
of the world’s 3(X) million mobile 
users - pass FCC muster. But 
recently the Cellular 
Telecommunications Industry 
Association asked its member 
manufacturers to provide the rat- 
ings to help educate the con- 
sumers, according to spokesman 
Travis Larson. Last year, thou- 
sands of worried cell-phone own- 
ers rushed to buy head^ts and car 
pieces after ABC's “20/20” aired a 
program suggesting links between 
high SAR levels and brain cancer. 

Mobile phones emit waves of 
electromagnetic energy, at their 
strongest when users ore for horn 
boM stations or in their cars. While 
the conveniences of modem life 
envelop us all in on electromagnet- 
ic blanket, mobile phones ore the 
first devices designed to be held 
next to the skull on a regular basis. 

There is no second-hand radia- 
tion problem - emissions plunge 
dr^adcolly within indies of the 
antenna. But what concerns some 
scientists, where the radio fre- 
quency waves do hit and for how 



long. 

Radiation adendata not affilial- 
ed with the government have said 
SAR numbers reveal nothing 
about a cell phone’s safety. 

According to Adey, SAR levels 
are not the most important factor 
determining brain dasue response 
to cell-phone radiadon. What gov- 
enunent sdendsta should look at 
instead are the cumuladve effects 
of cell-phone usage, instead of the 
split-second impact that SAR 
gauges. 

Such studies ore being conduct- 
ed by the World Health 
Organizadon, but won’t be com- 
plete until 20(}6. 

Dr. George Carlo, a now-inde- 
pendent radiation sciendst who 
conducted research for the cell- 
phone manufacturers for six 
years, said SAR levels arc good 
only for comparison shopping 

“SAR doesn’t measure biologi- 
cal effects, and studies have 
shown genedc damage from radia- 
tion." he said, referring to the 
1999 American ' Health 
Foundation and Swedish studies 
that found tumors on the heads of 
frequent cell-phone users. 

“There ore no safety standards 
anywhere.” 

Carlo urged cell-phone users to 
invest in cor pieces, and keep the 
cell phones away from children,

'Phone services 
•could become 
more flexible

Moving voice calls to the 
Internet also opens the doors for 
nontelcphone companies to offer 
phone service - leading to more 
competition that also may benefit 
consumers. “The idea of Ameria 
Online as a telephone company is 
not really farfetched,” Martine 
says. In simple terms, Internet 
telephones work by breaking up 

stream of digital “packets" and 
piping them onto distal networks, 
at high speed. Bccau^ they share 
these networks with packets car- 
rying Web-page data, music and • 
video, they travel at much lower 
cost than a traditional voice call, 
which monopolizes a single dreuit 
linking r.ie filers.

• (shoppers) enter the site and 
leave (without buying anything). 
What you have Is a Nordstrom’s 
without employees. But what if 
you had someone there telling you 
how something fit, or how it'll 
wash and wear? Every place is 
better vrith a human interface." 

As with any heavily anticipated 
technological revolution, hqw 
'soon the» applications will actu- 
ally materialize is still an open 
question. 'The traditional phone 
system is ubiquitous and familiar 
- and the benefidary of billions of/*' 
dollars of investment over the 
. year& Even the most liberal fore-__. 
casters expect Internet telephony 
to coexist with the Ma Bell v^ety 
for at least the next 10 years. 

“It takes a loig time to unseat a 
technology,” Greenblatt says. 
“There will always be pieces and 
stragglers who will never go.” 
llie traditional phone system 
has another advanl^e over alter- 


natives: Its robust dependability. 
Americans have come to expect 
their phones to work 99.999 per- 
cent of the time - the so-called 
“five nines” standard. As anyone 
knows who has cursed a crashed 
computer or catatonic Internet 
connection, iita systems don’t yet 
come close to that mark. 

“Data networks aren’t known 
_Jor their rock-solid relia bili ty.” 

" says Michael Van Norman, tech-_ 
nology and development manager 
for the University of California at 
Los Angeles communications tech- 
nology services department, 
which manages a system of more 
than 30,000 phones on campus 
and at the UCLA Medical Center. 

“There may be some areas 
where the phones absolutely can- 
not go down,” he says, “like the 
, hospital or our police and fire 
deportments. So until these issues 
ore worked out, we don’t see 
(Internet telephones) as a replace- 
ment.” 

Communications engineers 
expect these and other issues .to 
be ironed out fairly quickly, how- 
ever. AT&T, the nation’s largest 
-long-distance carrier,- has-already- 
taken steps to join a revolution It 
knows it can't beat. As leader of 
on investment consortium, the 
company in March paid 51.4 bil- 
lion for a one-third stake in 
. NetZPhone, the largest Internet 
phone company, witn ah option to 
purchase overall control. 

This is happening while IP, or 
Internet Protocol, telephony still 
accounts for a tiny fraction of all 
phone traffic. While 476 million 
minutes of conversation and fa* 
tnifflc were carried by voice over 
DP, or VOIP, networks In 1998, the 


world’s long-distance carriers han- 
dled more than 880 billion min- 
utes, according to a study by the 
investment firm of Piper Jaffray 
Inc. 

But many communications 
experts believe the trend will 
build. “We are trying to get to 
VOIP in the core of our network 
os fast as we can,” says Kathleen 
Earley, president of AT&Ts data 
and information arm, “because 
the savings arc unormous in get:, 
ting rid of Uie legacy (traditional) 
networks." 

The reasons derive from sovend 
historic diaiigcs in telecommuni- 
cations traffic: Tlie volume of data 

fic has exceeded voice traffic on 
U.S. long-distance networks since 
1M8, thanks to the growth of the 
I-nemet, and will pass voice on 
most Ollier components of the sys- 
tem this year. As the relative role 
of voice diminishes, it makes more 
sense to require that spoken con- 
versations and digital data sharp a 
single network, rather than allow- 
ing voice to claim a huge ^rtion 
- of the nation’s copper_wiring for 

itsdf.~ ^ 1 

And transmitting data by 
Internet protocol is much cheaper 
than transmitting voice by elec- 
tronic pulse, the traditional' 
method. 

In many respects VOIP technol- 
ogy today sits right on the border- 
line between what is promised 
and what is proven. It’s a stage 
that confronts large telecommuni- 
cations customers with 0 tough 
choice - take a plunge, or wait. 

For Cornell University, which 
will undertake a more than S3 mil- 
lion upgrade of its campus phone 
system by the end of next year, 
when some' existing equipment 
reaches the end of its useful life, 
lthe.promises_are_great . The y 
include an integrated network 
offering video, Web access, e-mafl, 
voicemail, and voice; the abil y to 
give staffers one number they can 
take anywhere; and easy replace- 
ment of the system software os 
-new innovations appear.-If the- 
tedinology is not tr^y ready for 
prime time, however, disaster will 
ensue. 

“We’re certainly confident that 
VOIP is going to happen,” says 
Helen Mohrmann, Cornell’s direc- 
tor of network services. “Our 
dilemma is that wo have to con-

But the FCC stands by Its posi-

“We have the support of federal 
ogendes like FDA and EPA,” said 
Robert Qeveland, an FCC senior 
scientist.

FCC testing guidelines require 
SAR levels to be measured in 
models of human heads filled with 
bndnlike gel. The test results are 
s^-reported by cell-phone manu- 
facturers, who conduct the studies 
in their own labs, and vary widely 
depending on cell-phone position 
and testing materials, suen os the 
width of the model head's rubber 
ears. 

The FCC and CTIA report 
they’re moving toward adopting 
standardized and independent 
testing. 

John Osepchuk, rei^ulacory 
chairman of the Institute of 
Electrical and Electronics 
Engineers, which helps sec FCC 
guidelines, insisted there is no rea- 
son CO fear cell phones. 

“‘There arc aangers to overre- 
acting,” he said. "If this kind of . 
chinking were a'round 100 years' 
vngo, then we wouldn’t have curs.”

High-tech 
industry leads in 
offering options

' Only a few years ago, stock 
options were o perk that every* 
one talked. about but only a 
lucky few actually received. But 
a recent survey confirms that in 
the high'tech industry, at least, 
options have now become the 
standard, not the exception. 

Other industries are following 
high-tech’s leod in what amounts 
to a huge experiment in compen- 
sation. The survey, by compensa- 
tion consulting firm IQuantic 
• Inc.; focused on more than 200 
technology companies whose 
stock J8 publicly traded. But it 
predicts that in three to fiv« 
yeain, geherakinduatry.wUlJ^ 
stock options almost ds much as 
th'e’high-tech industry does 
today. 

By offering stock options to 
large numbers of employees, 
companies open the door to 
greater finonciol rewards than 
salary alone can offer, but they 
nl*n ^ve workers a form of com- 
pensation that is often confusing 
and always uncertain. 

“The Silicon Valley technolo- 
gy sector has affected the oth- ’ 
ers, because technology has to 
hire people from other sectors,” 
said J. Richard, who designs 
'sVock optidn plan's' for comps-' 
nies as senior managing direc- 
tor of J. Richard & Co. in Half 
Moon Bay. 

Stock options allow employees 
to buy a set number of shares of 
th e cojnpa ny’s stock a t a^fct 
pries. The opQDns*become'effec-‘ 
dve over time, usually four years, 
a process called vesting. If the 
company's stock price goes up, 
the employees make money. If it 
goes down, the options are 


worthless.. Employees aren't 
required to buy the stock at all, 
so if it goes down, they don't lose 
money. But gains from options 
are much less certain than other 
forma of compensadon. 

Center for 
Employee Ownership in 
Oakland, Calif., which will 
release its own 2000 survey of 
stock option practices . in 
Novjmber, estimates chat 
between 7 million

Before tech stocks bit the dust 
this spring, computer constiltont 
Marco Chou made about 10 
online sto^ trades a week. Now 
he makes maybe two. 

Ihit off by the stock market’s 
volatility, the 46-year-old 
Glenview, HI., resident has decid- 
ed to wait for a market upturn 
before trying to sell some of his 
stocks, about half of which took a 
hit in the spring. 

Tom VanBooven, a 34-year-old 
software salesman, not only has 
cased up on the frequency of his 
online trading, but for the first 
time, he has hooked up with a 
sto^broker. 

“As Technology languished, it 
seemed like a good time to get 
- professional —advice,’^ said 
VanBooven, who lives in Chicago. 

The pullback by wary investors 
such as Chou and VanBMven is 
translating into something of a 
lull for the online brokerage busi- 
ness, which had grown like gong- 
busters when the stock market 
was charging ahead in the late 
1990s and at the start of this 
year. In those heady times, many 
investors felt they could make 
their own moves with virtually no 
risk. 

And while no one is predicting 
impending doom for the growing 
industry, there ore definite signs 
of short-term weakness as the 
stock morket continues the 
dispiriting sideways shuffle that 
begiin after this spring’s explo- 
siveness. 

Online trading volume, which 
was off by 23 percent in the 
rocky second quarter, should be 
down 5 to 10 percent this quar- 
ter, predicted James Marks, 
director, equity research, at 
Credit Suisse First Boston Corp., 
in San Frandsco. 

“We’ve definitely seen some 
slowness in the business over the 
summer,” said Tracey Esherick, 
executive vice president of the 
online brokerage group for 
Fidelity Investments in Boston. 
“The dropoff has been pretty 
much - across .the .board. .as,. tha. : 
markets have gone sideways— • 
that’s what’s driving It.” Other 
major brokerages reported simi- 
lar slowing. 

Customer assets at online bro- 
kers declined by 3.9 in the sec- 
ond quarter, Marks found, noting 
that wasn’t bad relative to a 13 
percent drop in the tech-heavy 
Nasdaq composite index. 

Speaking before the end of the 
third quarter, he predicted asset 
levels “should be flat, at best, 
and probably down a bit." 

Meanwhile, concerns about the 
online brokers’ profitability have 
, depressed tbelr.stockprlces, said. 
Scott Appleby, senior e-finance 
analyst at Robertson Stephens in 
San Frandsco. Many online bro- 
kerage stocks are well off their 
S2-week highs. Still, analysts and 
industry observers see reasons to 
be o ptim istic about the sustain- 
"abllity'of the"onlliwbrokerBge- 
business, particularly for busi- 
nesses that broaden their palate 
of services and their methods of 
delivering those services. 

“Aa far as the (equity) markets 
being bad enou^ to threaten a 
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company’s existence, or stress its 
business structure, we’re 
nowhere close to that now," 
h^ks.soid. 

Companies still ore adding new 
accounts at a decent pace, and at 
a reasonable cost, he said. 

And if the stock maricet should 
head into a sustained downtunL , 
online brokerages could trim a 
number of variable expenses,? 
indudlng marketing, he said. 

As w^ the potential for long- 
term growth remains strong, 
Applet sold.

As Asian economy resurges, 
its consumption_o£oil grows_

HONG KONG - In Hong Kong, 
Cathay Pacific Airlines is adding 
flints to accommodate extra pas* 
sengers. In China, cars and trucks 
ard logging more miles. And in 
South Korea, the nation’s giant 
steel mills are boosting produc- 
tio*h in response to stronger 
demand. 

Asia’s economies arc shaking 
off' the effects of the 1997 finan- 
cial crisis more rapidly than 
almost anyone expected. But as it 
rumbles back to life, this region 
is gulping oil again, boosting 
worldwide demand for energy 
. and making it much easier for oil- 
producing nations to maintain 
higher prices. 

Just as the implosion of boom- 
ing Asian economics three 
years ago triggered a produc- 
tion ^uc that drove the price of 
■ crude oil down to around $10 a 


“barrel, the region's comeoack 
has'played a key role in pushing 
prices to above $37 a barrel last 
month. 

Those gyrations, however, moy 
have obscured what many econo- 
mists consider a more important, 
long-term trend: As it pushes for- 
ward along the path of industrial- 
ization, Asia is developing a 
mi^ty thirst for oil. Asia now 
consumes 21 million barrels - or 
27 percent — of the 77 million bar- 
of oil ^e world bums every 
day. Oil consumption was rising 
faster in Asia than in any other 
region in the world before the oi- 
sis; and demand has snapped 
back quickly as the crisis has 

receded. _ 

' “If all the gIobal-healing"apos- 
tles and all the Asian bulls arc 
right, and the world continues to 
grow, with Asia fully, recovering, 
then oil demand is^ikcly to 
explode over the next two years," 
Hong Kong-based fund manager 
Mark Faber warned in a recent 
report to clients. 

Andy Xie, an economist at 
Morgan Stanley Dean Witter in 
Hong Kong, estimates that Jhe . 
region’s 10 key economies, 
including Japan, will use 7.6 per- 
cent more oil this year than in 
1999. In the nine economics 
other than still-sluggish Japan. 
Xie predicts oil consumption w^ 
climb nearly 11 percent this 
year. Economic recovery in Asia, 
he contends, is the “primary 
cause” of the global surge in oU 
prices. 

Asia how quaffs roughly the 
saihc amount of oil os the United 
States. But this region has 3 bil- 


lion -poople,- while the- United* 
StarttS-.tlW'dnly 265'ittillfdrtr’' 
Annual .oil consumption per per- 
son is only two barrels in Asia, 
compared with four barrels in 
Latin America and 24 barrels in 
the United States. Even modest 
gains in Asian living standards > 
more cars, more washers and dry- 
* ers, more homes with air condi- 
tioning - could translate into big 
increases in the global demand 
for oil. 

Economics in North America 
-and Western Europe arc using 
less energy per dollar of econom- 
ic output as they mature and ^fc 
from manufacturing to services 
and information icchnologics. In 
Asia, Japan and Hong Kon^avc 
followed suit. But most of this 
re^on’s ccunomics arc moving in 
exactly the opposite dirjcction - 
becoming less energy - efficient 
as they concentrate on heavy 
manufacturing. 


“T«”SmnhTCDrearwhlch-must- 
import every drop of oil it uses 
and is already the world's sixth- 
largest buyer of crude oil, manu- 
facturing now accounts for about 
33 percent of overall economic 
output, up from 29 percent 
before the crisis. 

More worrisome is China, 
already the, region's least cner^- 
efficient economy even though its 
industrialization drive has yet to 
hit high gear. — - 

China trails only the United 
States and Japan in total oil con- 
sumption. Al^ough it can meet 
some o'f its energy needs from 
domestic sources, domestic 
wells aren’t pumping nearly 
enough to keep pace with needs 
“ofChina’s'fasr-'growing-econo*- 
my. 

-Meanwhile, health and envi- 
ronmental concerns have prompt- 
ed Beijing to scale back the 
nation’s long dependence on cool, 
which now accounts for more 
than 70 percent of China’s total 
energy needs. The result: China 
is shelling out hard currency for 
for^gn oU. Oil Imports accounted 
for one of every five barrels 
China consumed last year.The 
ratio is expected to rise to one in 
two by the end of the decade. 
“Demand from China alone is a 
big reason oil prices have 
surged” this post year, argues 
'Tim Condon, regional economist 
at ING Barings Securities in Hong 
Kong. 

Analysts at Massachusetts- 
based Cambridge Energy Re- 
search Assodotes expect China’s 
appetite for oil to increa.se dra- 
matically over the next two 


decodes, rising from 4.4' million 
boirds pcf/Jliy now 'lo.T'.ZihiDioh 
barrels per day in 2010 and 10.7 
million in 2020. 

Of course, the recovery in Asia 
wasn't the only factor boosting oil 
prices. The unexpected strength 
of the U-S. expansion also played 
a role, as did the failure of the 
world's major oil producers to 
accurately forecast global 
demand. 

Experts differ on how much 
continued growth in Asia will 
push up global oil prices in the 
future. Many analysts anticipate 
a fall in oil prices laic next year, 
as oil companies boost explo- 
ration budgets and if the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries makes good on 
its promise to raise production by 
800,000 barrels per day. 

In the longer term, however, 
the picture is hard to read.. 
Alarmists hove warned since the 
— firsr-giobal-oil-shock-in-tlie-late— 
1970s that the world is within 
years of exhausting its supply of 
fossil fuels, only to sec estimated 
reserves rise witli the advance of 
technologies for finding ond 
extracting oil. 

But Asia’s return to growth is 
sure 10 test the resourcefulness 
of oil producers - particularly 
if the region’s economics con- 
tinue to outperf rm expecta- 
tions — 

Few analysts think Asia's 
economies can match the spectac- 
ular growth rates they managed 
before the crisis. Consumer confi- 
dence is shaky. In most coumrics, 
banks are still struggling to dear 
bad loans. Throu^out the region, 
—government leaders have moved — 
slowly to dismantle the clubby 
business practices that many say 
provoked the crisis in the first 
place.

Cooperative ^tension, part of the 
University System of Maryland. 
Consumers "put down their signa- 
ture, and people (sell) them goods 
and services on the basis of that 
signature. That signature is a 
promise on our part to pay. 
Whether wc pay or not, that says 
something obout our dinractcr.” 

Landlords can check on credit 
histories before renting im apart- 
ment. And potential employers - 
cspcdolly.tho.se in financial ser- 
vices - moy factor in one’s credit 
record in deciding whether to 
offer a job. 

So why take die credit risk at all? 

It's simple: Credit is a necessary 
evil in todoy’svsrorld. 

“Out in the real world these 
days, it’s difficuirfor any'of us to' 
function vritlioui credit,” suid Linus 
Campbell, director of education for 
the Consumer Credit Counseling 
Service of Maryland and Ddaware. 

"You wont to rent a cor, you 
need a credit card to hold it. You 
run around on business on an 
expense account, you need u credit 
card. You want to travel, you need 
a credit card, .since they won’t hold 
a hotel room just on your word.” 

' But there arc so many types of 
credit available: Even a young 
adult eventually will be dealing 
with credit cards, consumer loans, 
car loans and school loans. So 
what's the best way to stun? 

One leading credit expert says 
it poys to start small, proceed 
|— with"cautlon-ond— -most-impor- 
tant - seek advice from a parent, 
mentor or other adult who has 
experience in credit motters. 


“Too many times, we sec young 
consumers who don’t even under- 
stand die basics about credit,” said 
-Stcvei^odcu. president and co- 
founder of Myvcsta.org. the Silvin* 
Sptingl'Md.’-ti^^ orgunlzatidhrdr- 
mcrly fcn'dWrt' oS Debt CoiMsbltn'i ‘ 
of Americo. "Pve actually had pei> 
pie Siiy to me: ‘What do you mean, 

I have to pay this back?’ ” 

For some young adults, landing, 
dial first credit card is a Catdi-^: 
To have a credit rating, you first 
need to get credit; but to get cred- 
it, you first need to hove a credit 
rating. 'That’s why it’s best to pro- 
ceed methodically, constructing a 
sturdy foundation. Open savings 
and checking accounts, making 
sure to always keep a balance in 
each, Reed-Findl said. Crcdit<tutl 
companies require an applicant to 
have a bank accoyni - particularly 
one that’s been csioblidied. 

When it comes to applying for 
that first charge curd, consider 
opening an account with a retail 
store, such as Sears or Target. 
Because those cards can l>c used 
only at the issuer’s siores, they 
tend to be a little easier than a 
Visa, MasterCard or Discover 
card to get for someone with no 
credit history, Campbell said. 
Retail cards tend to carry lower 
credit limits - but highe interest 
rates - than bank charge cards, 
experts say. 

Before breaking out the plastic 
for its trial run, work up a budget 
that details your living expenses. By 
' determining how mudi “free cash” 


you liuve - that Ls, the [riecu of your 
take-home pay not destined for sav- ' 
ings or bills - you'll loiow how much 
you enn nfford to ctuuge and repay.

- ittons you really need - and pay • 
ihdfh'bW'Hght'h'way, That helps 
establish a good avdlt record that 
will make it easier to get more 
cre^t when you need it later. 

Conversely, a record of errant 
payments will make it more diffi- 
cult to land future credit, experts ' 
say. 

There are two big mistakes con- 
sumers usually make with credit - 
cards. "Too many consumers - ' 
especially young ones - use credit 
cards to live beyond their means, 
spending more than they make. 
Others use credit cards for all 
their purchases - instead of cash - 
which makes it far too easy to 
break their budget. 

Ultimately, these practices run 
up huge debt that’s nearly impos- 
sible to pay down out of your cur- 
rent income. CofThumers often . 
make things worse, hoping to ; 
stove off judgrnent day, by getting • 
another credit card, and then . 
another and anotlier until there's . 
so much debt that bankruptcy . 
becomes a real possibility. 

A poor credit record haunts 
people for about seven years, 
while bankruptcy stays witli them 
for about a decade, industry insid- 
ers say. 

Credit problems “are the kiss of 
death for future credit,” said 
Campbell.

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Companies find new markets for castoff trash 


Tha Asnoclated Prct» 

. KENT. Wash.. - Don Freas 
thrusts his hand into a stream of 
tan, gronular material flowing 
out from a series of crushers in 
his Kent warehouse. 

It feels and looks like warm 
beach sand. It is, in fact, the. rein- 
carnation of recycled .bottles 
from several Puget Sound coun- 
ties. 

Freas hopes that eventually, 
the recycled glass will make its 
woy ba^ to South Sound dties os 
blasting sand that will be used to 
strip the old paint off buildings, 
the nist off bridges or the graffiti 
off walls. 

While the idea of using fine 
glass, instead of sand, to clean 
surfaces has caught on in the 
East, it’s still struggling to find its 
foothold in the Northwest. 

Freas’ Kent company, TriVitro 
Corp., is believed to be the only 
one on the West Coast marketing 
su^ a product. 

As such, the 4-yeor-old compa- 
ny was having trouble breakhig 
into the local construction mar- 
ket, sold Erv Sandlin, manager of 
Linkup, a new program in King 
County that tries to help recy- 
, cling businesses find new mar- 
kets. 

“The local construction firms 
just weren't used to the idea of 
using glass,” Sandlin said of 
. Linkup, which began in April. 
“They were used to using sand 
instead." 

. To help TriVitro’s visibility, 
Sandlin set up a demonstration of 
TriVitro’s product for the local 
construction industry in July. 

Interest in the product, which 
for about $4 for a 50-pound 
bag. seems to be growing, Freas 
said, as he strolled through a

warehouse Monday filled with 50- 
, 100- and 3,000-pound .bags of 
crushed or tumbled glass of vari- 
ous colors. 

Although the bread and butter 


of the company is the sand-like 
blasting material, other recycled 
glass products TriVitro produces 
are catching on here, Freas said. A 
coorscr-ground gloss, which looks 


like colored sugar, is being used 
by local swimming pools, includ- 
ing the King County Aquatics 
CCTter in Federal Way, as part of 
their filtration systems, Freas said. 


And because of the rcsurgtmcc 
of terrazzo and mosaic tiles 
recently, larger pieces of broken 
glass arc finding a larger market, ' 
said Freas’ son, Christopher. 


In fact, some of TriVitro’s gja^ 
ended up in the Mariners cbm^ 
pass that was poured into the 
ground behind home plate bt 
Safeco Field in Seattle. 

“That’s probably our biggest 
job so for where (our) gloss was 
used in the design," Chris Freas 
said. 

Other Sound Sound companies 
have Iwnefited from linkUp, tooj 

.Recovery 1, a Tacoma company 
that recycles construction debr^, 
needed help in finding a neW 
market for used nylon carpdtt . 
much of which ends up in the 
landfill, Sandlin said. - ■ - - 

LinkUp helped Recovery 1 offi- 
cials find a company In California 
that does rccyde some types of 
nylon carpet, Sandlin' said. 

Over at another Tacoma com- 
pany, Recycled Plastics 
Marketing, LinkUp helped it 
develop a business plan for plas- 
tic wood and lumber products, 
made fit)m recycled plasrie 

“Originally, they were buying 
recyclt^ lumber from companies 
I. ~izL.the Midwest and selling it 
|« , ■ Hete," Sandlin said. “Eventually, 
they decided to make it them* 
selves.” 

Demand for the new product 
grew so quickly, linkUp stepped 
in again to help RPM expand 
that port of its operation. 

Eventually, LinkUp, which is 
connected with the King County 
Department of Natural 
Resources, hopes to recruit up to 
a dozen businesses into the pit> 
gram region-wide. 

“This is just not confined to 
King County,” Sandlin said. “Yob 
have to approach the recycling 
business on a regional basis. A 
market in Tacoma, Everett ojf 
Portland is just as important to 
us as one in Seattle.” 


Financial planning cmcial 
when planning a family

Surely you remembered the 
car scat.

Not counting college.

And if that’s not a little intimi- 
dating, it should bo, financial 
planners say. 

“People don’t glide in here and 
say, *We want to have a baby. Can 
we afford it?’ But they should," 
said Kevin Condon, a financial 
adviser for Baldmore-Washington 
Financial Advisers Inc. in EUicolt 
City, Md. “At the point that 
there’s a pregnancy in a couple’s 
life, they necd-financial-advicu 
probably even before then.” 

Financial advisers such as 
Condon say the transitional peri- 
ods in life - marriage, divorce, 
graduation, retirement - ^ically 
demand the. most financial plan- 
ning 

And if you’re about to hove a 
child, or thinking of having one, 
you’re staring down a transition 
that is as financially. demanding

First, the good nows: With a 

bat^, you get a tax break. You’re 
allowed a child exemption on 
your tax return, and you could 
reap a 5500 credit per child if 
your family makes less than 
$MO,OOOayear. 

That means you con change the 
amount of taxes withheld from 
your paycheck and increase your 
take-home pay - probably enough 
to offset the increased health 
“ msui^ce'cost. 

But before you blow your wind- 
fall on a new minivan, you might 
want to think about a few baby- 
related expenses that financial 
planners say should be high on 
your priority list: 

■ » Insurancc.'Thc'top advice 
from nearly every financial plan- 
ner is to get adequate insurance . 
l^forc having a baby. 

Life insurance is important, but 
so is disability insurance. The 
—ideals to guarantee your. child. a_ 
edrtain lifestyle even if you’re not 
around — or healthy enough — 
to provide it. 

And women should get life and 
disability insurance before ^ey 
get pregnant, whenever possible, 
because some policies are diffi- 
cult to buy afterward. 

• Estate planning. You need a 


will. Even if you’re broke, you 
want to name a guardian and a 
trustee. 

The oetuol cost of having a will 
drawn up and recorded shouldn't 
be' more than a few hundred dol- 
. lars,'hiut it sholdd |^6.|arnong the 
first Dxxes drawn, ns ypji sHctch 

out your financial future. 

' •' Tax planning. No more E*Z 
forms for you. Now you need 
some real help. 

Especially if a new house Is 
part of the lifestyle change you’re 
undergoing, advice from a tax 
expert could pay off. Besides get- 
ting a cox exemption for the new 
dependent, you also can deduct 
some child-core expenses and 
avoid some taxc.s by investing in 
your child’s name. 

• Start saving. All babies arc 
different, but one thing’s fairly cer- 
tain: They get bigger. That means 
more clothes, larger furniture, 
maybe even another room oj a 
new house. You’ll also have more 
incidental expenses with children 
than without - doctors’ bills, birth- 
day presents, safety features for 
your home. You’ll be better pre- 
nared if you pay down your lugh-_ 
interesTcreSucaras and build'a 
cu^on of cosh in the bank. 

• Start investing. Maybe your 
baby doesn’t have any teeth yet, 
but braces aren't so far off as you 
think. Neither is college. Nor the 
first car. But your child has a 
friend when it comes to investing: 
compound interest. Tlie younger 
the child, the better. 

If you were to invest $250’ a 
-month into a portfolio returning - 
10 percent a yw, you could build 
• an account v«)rth nearly $150,000 
by the time your child Is tisady for 
college. Most advlser^recom- 
mend ditching those $2^savings 
bonds from granddad ih’Tavor of 


some stock-based mutual funds. 

Raising a child to ago 18 will 
cost between $117,390 and 
$233,850 depending on family 
income, according to the USDA, 
which tracks child-rearing costs 
becai^ of the prominent role that 
fi^ ^ays in hUdhg up those costs. 
Factor in inflationvimd the cost 
ningK from $174,()M to $344,800. 

“When people talk about hav- 
ing a child, they don’t think so 
much about the costs. They just 
know they’re going to have to 
make sacrifices," said Peg 
Dovmey, a financiol planner for 
Money Plans in Silver Spring, Md. 

There are obvious ways to save 
money raising a child - doth dia- 
pers and homemade baby food, 
for instance. But the expense 
might not be as drastic as young 
couples often think, experts say. 
Quite often, money simply shifts 
from the old priorities to the new 
one. 

“More toys for the baby, less 
for the parents,” said Downey. 

She tells couples to keep track 
of their spending to identify 
trends and see how it’s likely to 
change. - • . 

“Theyfind-out-they' re-spend- 
ing $3,000 a year on vacations, 
but they know they’re only going 
to grandmom’s once a year now,” 
she said. “They can allocate the. 
rest for the diild.” 

Certainly some advanced pltm- 
ning is warranted, Downey said._

They aren’t surprised by how 
popular the tape has become 
since its invention in World War 
n, Nyberg said in a telephone 
interview. 

But it’s not a worldwide phe- 
nomenon -yet. 

“It’s pretty universal, but it’s 
uniquely American, too,”- Nyberg ' 
said. “We kind of consider our- 
■ selves duct-tape evangelists.” 

And when it c6mes to duct-tape 
evangelism, tliere are no lack of 
testimonials. 

Bill Rich, owner of RSL 
Theatrical in Columbus, Ga., uses 
duct-tape's cousin, gaffe tape, for 
anything that needs fixing back- 
stage. So when his miniature pin- 
scher, Max, broke his leg and the 
bandage fell off, Rich used the 
tape to wrap the leg.

• Homestore’s focus on listings - 
' ' it has about 1.4 million entries - 
\ has made it the most popular 
i real estate Web site. But its 
t exclusive contracts vdth many of 
I the country’s largest residential 
i property listings services raised 
; questions at the U.$. Justice 
; Department, which opened an 
•; investigation last spring into 



possible anti-competitive busi- 
ness practices at the company. 

Plenty of other sites are com- 
peting with Homestore for con- 
sumer attention. In fact, some 
analysts estimate that there are 
more than 500,000 real estate 
Web sites. And recent figures 
show thol four out of 10 home 
buyers use the Internet, up from 
only 2 percent in 199S, accord- 
ing to NAR. 

Certainly, the Internet made 
information thot Realtors hoard- 
ed until a few years ago, like list- 
ings and comparables - prices 
for similar homes that sold with- 
in the some area in the last six 
months - available to consumers 
for the first time. 

But the nascent online real 
estate category hasn’t lived up 
to predictions that it would steer 
consumers away from agents, 
cut commissions and simplify 
the fnistrotingly complex home- 
buying process. 

“The Web has hugely impoct- 
ed the way people find a home," 
said Stuart Wolff, chairmon and 
chief executive at Homestore. 
“But I don’t think it’s done much 


to impact how people buy n 
home and how people own a 
home.” 

Until now, most real estate 
sites have focused on providing 
buyers with listings packaged 
with information on relocoting, 
home improvement, schools, 
crime and finoncing. Some ana- 
lysts say this deluge of informa- 
tion has cut the time it tokes to 
shop for a home in half and 
saved buyers money. 

“Based on our surveys, mort- 
gage rates online versus local 
market rates are on average 
about half a percent cheaper,” 
said Nick Karris, an Internet 
real estate onalyst at Gomez 
Advisors, a Lincoln, Mass.-bascd 
market research company. “So 
on a $200,000 loan we’re talking 
about saving $15,000 over the 
' life of a mortgage.” 

But the majority of buyers still 
ultimately rely on real estate 
agents to help them find homes. 
In fact, only 4 percent of buyers 
evcntuolly purchased a home 
they found online last year. And 
it’s still tough to get all home 
listings in one location on the 


Web. 

“The Internet is being used os 
a secondary information source, 
like newspaper ads and yard 
signs,” said Kevin Roth, a senior 
economist ot NAR. 

A recent association survey 
shows that consumers use news- 
paper ads more often than they 
do (he Internet during a home 
search. And they rely on yard 
signs for information almost as 
much as on the global computer 
network, according to NAR’s 
2000 Profile of Home Buyers 
and Sellers. 

But other surveys show con- 
sumers are pulling real estate 
information off the Internet, 
such as statistics on neighbor- 
hood schools and crime, that 
they can’t necessarily get from 
other sources. And in some cases 
listings online have added fea- 
tures that sove consumer time. 

For instonce, a recent report 
from Gomez Advisors found that 
consumers look to the Internet 
for home listings that include 
pictures of the home's exterior 
and virtual tours that showcasc- 
■ a 360-degree view of the home'.s 
interior. 

Now (hat the market for sites 
that cater to buyers is maturing, 
new entrants are focusing on 
sellers and on trying to simplify 
transactions by putting them 
. online. These sites are intended 
to decrease consumers’ reliance 
on agents by promoting “menu. 

type" pricing. 

But even if the Internet nos 
aided in information gathering, 
it hasn’t saved consumers much 
money. That may change soon. 

Some analysts expect that the 
Web will ultimately cause real 
estate agents’ commissions to 
fall. Just as sites for investors 
caused stockbrokers’ commis- 
sions to drop and travel sites 
that sell discounted airline tick- 


ets negatively affected travel 
agents’ commissions. 

For example, this spring 
Homcbytcs.com introduced a 
service for consumers who want 
to sell their homes themselves. 

“One-third of homeowners in 
the U.S. are predisposed to want 
to sell their home by them- 
selves," said Clark, 
Homcbytcs.com president and 
chief executive. “But they’re at 
an ultimate disodvantage 
because they can’t get exposure 
for their home in the listings.” 
(Only a real estate agent is 
allowed to place a home in the 
MLS, but Homebytes.com is 
licensed in all 50 states, giving it 
acce.ss to the htLS in each of its 
markets.) 

In paying a onetime fee to 
Homebytes.com, sellers elimi- 
nate 3 percent of the 6 percent 
commission they might typically 
pay when a deal closes. And 
they're assigned an agent they 
cun work with over the phone if 
they have qucstiiins, Clark said.

Vacuum cleaners also are 
putting a premium on looking 
good. This may reflect the influ- 
ence of high-end lines like the 
German-made Miele, which in 
the ’90s managed to turn its 
Euro-styled vac into a status 
cult object - the BMW or 
Mercedes of the vac world, as 
Jeri Cuffley of M. Weiner’s 
Service and Sales in Owlngs 
MUls, Md., calls it. 

There’s also the increasingly 
pervasive influence of fashion 
and style in all areas of main- 
stream American life. So it’s not 
surprising that vac makers have 
_left.behind.utiUtarien.de$lgns 
and opted instead for snazzy 
futuristic shapes and gemlike 
colors. Translucent color, per- - 
haps inspired by the iMac com- 
puter, is especially big 

But the biggest of all the 
recent innovations, says 
McLoughlin, is the cyclonic vac. 
.“Cyclonic” Is industry-speak for 
"begless," so Instead of a bag to 


catch the dirt, the cyclonic 
cleaner has a translucent cup, In 
which the vacuumer can watch 
the fruits of his or her labor 
swirling busily as the dirt sepa- 
rates out. 

An E^^glishmon named James 
Dyson come up with a prototype 
for the bagless vac way back in 
the ’60s, according to the Dyson 
Web site, but it didn’t start 
catching on undl about 10 years 
ago. Eventually it became such 
a big hit in England that Prime 
Minister Tony Blair declared it 
part of the Cool Britannia phe- 
nomenon. 

A Canadian company, 
Fantom, brought baglessness to 
these shores and did so well 
with it that in the last two or 
three years other companies 
began jumping on the bandwag- 
on. including, just last spring. 
Hoover, which holds the largest 
market shore of the North 
American vacuum universe. 

Most of these innovotions 
promise to make cleaning easier 
and pleasanter, but the hard 
fact remains that you still have 
to do it - at least until the robot 
home vocuum cleaner turns up 
at a store near you. Eureka 
showed a prototype 1 1/2 years 
ago, says Kathy Luedke, public 
relations director for Eureko. It 
is a cute little character nick- 
named the Trilobite that is 
about IS inches across and 6 
inches high, with gills on its 
sides and sonar-equipped 
bumpers to tell it where walls 
and furniture ore. 

“We’re thinking it’ll come in 
around $1,000,” she says, but 
refuses to be persuaded to give 
a due date. 

Dyson of bagless fame has 
also produced a robot cleaner 
called the DC06. But. according 
to a July article in the London 
Financial Times, the DC06 is 
having “teething problems that 
have caused its launch to be 
postponed." and its proposed 
price of 2,500 pounds, or about 
$3,600, would leave most con- 
sumers resigned to pushing

What is a bulb? 

• Many plants arc called bulbs, 
but not all ore true bulbs. Bulb- 
Hke plants include corms, rhi- 
zomes, tubers and tuberous roots. 
The differences ore primarily in 
the way they store food. 

• All ore small sclf<ontaincd 
factories that contain everything 
needed to produce a plant and a 
flower. Eo^ has o plant embryo 
surrounded by a substance that 
stores food for new growth eoch 
year. The bottom is imown os the 
bosal plate and contains the 
roots. . 

• True bulbs are short under- 
ground stems surrounded by 
modified fleshy leaves, called 
scales, that protect and store food 
for use by the plant embryo. Thu 
outer scales arc dry and paper- 
like. Ncw'buds may form along 
the bosal plate. True bulbs 

'include da^ndils, hyadnths. 
tulips, lilies, nxiilis and ullium. 




• In conns, which are flatter in 
shape than round bulbs, the food 
is stored in on enlarged basal 
plate rather than scales. New 
corms form small buds on top of 
an old corm. Common corms 
include gladiolus and oxkus. 

■ Rhizomes, which include iris 
and canna, are thickened, elon- 
gated stems that grow partially or 
entirely beneath the ground. 
Sprouts may grow from a single 
budpoint, or eye, but others may 
form along the rhizome's length. 
To divide, cut the rhizome into 
sections that each have visible 


ground stem base similar to a 
corm, but there is no basal plate, 
and roots grow from all sides.

Although spring is preferred 
for planting, fall is a good time 
to plant many types of landscape 
shnibs, porticul^y evergreens. 

’’Fall p lanring is ideal for some 
landscape plants and shrubs 
be^tts* fall weather is wet and 
mUd enough to allow the plants 
to get a good start before colder 
winter weather sets in,” said Jan 
McNeilan, Oregon State 
University Extension Service 
consumer horticulture agent. 


Mild fall weather helps pre- 
vent transplant shock. When 
shrubs are transplanted from 
. the nursery to the home land- 
scape, they may suffer from root 
loss (for field-grown plants) or 
tlu fhan ge in care practices (for 
container-grown plwts). 

**The shock is mostly caused 
by the demand of the plant tops 
for water and the limited ability 
of the root system to supply it,” 
McNeilan said. ”The plant’s 


demand for water is less in cool 
and rainy fall weather, and the 
plant has a better chance of 
quick recovery.” 

Fall planting also gives the 
new pl^t time to establish the 
necessary root growth required 
to anchor it in the soil, and time 
to build up nutrient reserves 
needed for healthy growth next 
spring.
